REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


Your committee feel that the voters are entitled to 
information on school matters up to a time as near the 
annual meeting as it is practicable to give it, and are 
therefore having this report up to the time of the closing 
of the town books included with the town report as has 
been customary. This enables us to give the expendi- 
tures for eleven months, instead of about 31-2 months, 
and thereby. furnishes better guidance on the amounts 
needed to be appropriated for the next year. 

It is to be borne in mind, of course, that there are 
still five months to be taken care of out of the appro- 
priation made at the March 1918 meeting, and that the 
appropriations asked for at the march, 1919, meeting are 
for the year beginning Sept. 1st, 1919. 

There is still some work to be done out of the appro- 
priations made for the period ending Aug. 31st, 1919. 

We have only been able to get a part of the con- 
erete vaults built, owing to the prevailing difficulty in 
getting labor to do the work. In fact, those that have 
been built were done through Mr. Adams of your com- 
mittee taking hold of the work and doing much of it 
himself. 

This also applies to repairs. 

The steps at many of the schoolhouses have been 
in bad condition and in some cases unsafe to use. It 
seemed to your committee that the best thing to do was: 
to build new ones of conerete as the cost would not be 
much greater and the steps would, of course, be perman- 
ent. This has been done as far as we were able to get 
the help to do it, and it is our expectation to finish them 
all before the end of the present fiscal year. 
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The School Board are required by law to provide ae- 
commodations for pupils; and if sufficient room cannot 
be had in any other way to hire and fit up rooms for the 
purpose. The South schools were bardly overcrowded 
and it was necessary to transport pupils at heavy ex- 
pense, much inconvenience, and against the wishes of 
the parents, or to fit up a room for them. This we were 
able to do on the second floor of the addition to the 
building, and at what we feel under the conditions ob- 
taining was a very small expense. 

It has been considered for some time by educational 
authorities that it was best and has become a general 
practice, in the case of very small schools to close those 
schools and send the few pupils to other schools nearby. 
As the number of pupils at the Smithtown school was 
small and those attending there could go to other schools 
without much inconvenience your committee while re- 
gretting that such action was necessary decided to close 
this school, letting the few pupils that would have gone 
there go to the Boyd School and the Sanborn School. 
This, of course, saved the expense of maintaining the 
school there, which this year particularly would have 
been heavy. 

There are now several pupils who would attend the 
West School if it was reopened, but they have also been 
taken care of by sending them to other schools, although 
here the distance has been so great that we have had to 
furnish some transportation. 

In the matter of high school tuition, there have been 
fewer pupils attending high school than it was estimated 
there would be, with the result that your committee felt 
that there would be enough money left over from last 
year’s appropriation to take eare of this item this com- 
ing year. 

There is one matter that we feel should have closer 
attention on the part of parents, and that is the attén- 
dance. We realize that there are cases of absence from 
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necessity, but there is much avoidable absence. This re- 
sults in our getting less money from the State, there- 
fore having to raise more by taxation here—a side of the 
matter that usually seems to be overlooked. The chil- 
dren themselves get behind in their work with the result 
that they frequently have to spend one or even two year's: 
more in school to complete the course; and they put the 
others behind to some extent. 

Your committee feel much pleased to be able to in- 
erease the school year to thirty-six weeks. This can be 
done this year in spite of the time lost in the Fall, and 
have one week’s vacation this Spring, closing the schools 
June 27th for the summer vacation. 

We have also been much gratified to be able to pro- 
vide necessary books and supplies and to pay our bills 
and teachers promptly and regularly through the sup- 
port given by the district by the appropriations made at 
the last annual meeting and the cooperation of the se- 
lectmen in paying over the money to our treasurer as 
needed. At the same time, we have constantly borne in 
mind the necessity of economy in our purchases.
